ANNUAL  REPORT 

FOR  THE  YEAR,  1953. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members, 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 

1953. 

This  is  my  fortieth  and  last  report  owing  to  my  forthcoming 
retirement  in  October,  1954. 

The  Birth  Rate  was  14.6  compared  with  16.1  for  1952  and  the 
Death  Rate  was  8.9  compared  with  9.4.  On  page  27  will  be  found  a 
table  showing  comparative  figures  for  England  and  Wales  together 
with  an  analysis  of  mortality  and  case  rates  for  certain  notifiable 
diseases  in  the  year. 

A  graph  showing  the  notifications  of  cases  of  Diphtheria  in  the 
District  for  the  years  1908-1953  will  be  found  on  page  28.  This 
illustrates  the  striking  results  obtained  by  immunisation  of  which  a 
start  was  made  by  the  Council  who  formulated  a  scheme  in  1938,  two 
years  prior  to  the  introduction  of  the  Government  scheme  in  1940. 
The  number  of  children  immunised  in  the  District  compares  very 
favourably  with  those  in  other  districts  in  the  County. 

The  estimated  population  of  the  District  in  1914  was  32,287 
(it  is  now  78,350)  and  a  number  of  parishes  were  without  sewerage 
schemes  and  an  adequate  water  supply.  There  are  now  sewerage 
facilities  in  practically  every  parish.  Schemes  for  the  sewerage  of  the 
parish  of  Dale  Abbey  and  parts  of  other  parishes  have  been  forwarded 
to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government,  but  are  held  in 
abeyance  although  it  is  hoped  that  authority  to  carry  out  the  schemes 
will  be  granted  in  the  near  future.  There  is  now  a  public  water  supply 
in  each  Parish.  Numerous  houses  deemed  unfit  for  human  habitation 
have  been  condemned  and  in  most  cases  demolished,  but  there  is  still 
a  number  to  be  dealt  with.  There  are  also  large  numbers  in  which 
the  standard  is  not  up  to  date  i.e.  lacking  indoor  sanitation  and  bath¬ 
rooms.  Steady  progress  is  being  made  with  the  Council’s  Housing 
Schemes  in  rehousing  families  living  in  unfit  houses  as  well  as  others, 
particularly  sub-tenants,  requiring  houses. 

It  is  a  privilege  to  have  been  associated  with  such  a  progressive 
Council  for  this  long  period  and  I  express  my  indebtedness  to  all  my 
fellow  officers,  both  past  and  present,  with  whom  my  relations  have 
always  been  of  the  best. 

I  would  also  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Council  for  the  courtesy  with  which  I  have  always  been  received.

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The  following  information  is  supplied  by  courtesy  of  the 
County  Analyst  :  — 

“  The  work  under  the  above  Act  in  your  area  during  the  year 
1953,  included  the  examination  of  188  samples  purchased  by  the 
County  Sampling  Officer  and  1  sample  submitted  for  special  examina¬ 
tion  by  your  Council. 

Of  the  188  routine  samples,  93  were  Milks,  and  with  the 
exception  of  3  samples  which  were  deficient  in  fat  all  were  classed  as 
genuine.  The  vendors  of  the  3  samples  were  cautioned. 

The  samples  other  than  Milk  included  French  Moroccan 
Sardines  packed  in  Oil  and  Tomato.  Analytical  results  showed  this 
commodity  to  be  seriously  contaminated  with  tin,  and  this  led,  as  in 
other  districts  in  the  County,  to  the  need  for  examination  of  stocks  at 
many  premises.  The  collaboration  of  your  Council  with  the  County 
Sampling  Officer  in  this  work,  which  resulted  in  the  condemnation  of 
faulty  stock,  led  to  the  removal  from  the  market  of  food  which 
undoubtedly  could  be  classed  as  a  potential  danger  to  health. 

The  sample  submitted  by  your  Council  was  Canned  Picnic 
Shoulder  Ham  of  Australian  origin,  and  was  taken  following  a  com¬ 
plaint  fromi  a  consumer  that  the  Ham  had  a  “  Paraffin  ”  taint.  Ex¬ 
amination  showed  this  complaint  to  be  well  justified,  the  taint  being 
sufficient  to  render  the  food  objectionable.” 


Petrol  Supplies. 

20,400  gallons  of  motor  fuel  were  purchased  during  the  year 
ended  31st  March,  1954.  There  are  two  pumps,  each  with  500  gal. 
storage  tank,  situated  one  at  Chaddesden  and  one  at  Melbourne. 


Closet  Conversion  Scheme. 

Statutory  action  under  Sec.  47,  Public  Health  Act,  1936, 
continued  throughout  the  year.  During  the  twelve  months  ended 
31st  March,  1954,  19  new  waterclosets  were  provided  replacing  two 
privies  and  fifteen  pail  closets. 

Very  few  conversions  are  outstanding  in  the  sewered  areas,  but 
the  completion  of  schemes  of  sewerage  which  are  now  in  progress  will 
result  in  an  increase  in  this  work.

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

The  position  regarding  the  major  schemes  approved  by  the 
Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  is  as  follows  :  — 

1. — BARROW  AND  SWARKESTONE. 

A  joint  scheme  of  sewerage,  including  two  pumping  stations 
and  additions  to  the  existing  Chellaston  Disposal  Works. 

Commenced  May,  1951,  and  almost  completed  at  the  end  of 
1953  ;  reconnection  work  in  progress. 

2. — ELV  ASTON. 

Sewerage  of  the  three  hamlets  of  Elvaston,  Thulston  and 
Ambaston,  including  two  pumping  stations  and  sewage  disposal  works 
at  Ambaston. 

Commenced  February,  1951,  and  still  in  progress  at  end  of 

year. 

Reconnections  commenced,  disposal  works  and  one  pumping 
station  in  operation. 

3. — MORLEY. 

(a)  Sewerage  of  Brackley  Gate  area  to<  new  disposal  works. 

( b )  Sewerage  of  Church  Lane  area  to  new  disposal  works. 
Completed  during  the  year  and  closet  conversions  in  progress. 

4. — STANTON-  BY-  B  R  ID  GE. 

Sewerage  of  the  Parish  to  a  new  pumping  station  discharging 
sewage  to  the  existing  Melbourne  sewerage  system  with  additions  to 
the  Melbourne  disposal  works. 

Completed  in  1951  and  closet  conversions  carried  out. 

5 . — SANDI ACRE  AND  DISTRICT  REGIONAL  SCHEME. 

A  joint  scheme  of  sewerage  serving  Stanton-by-Dale,  Sandiacre, 
Risley,  Breaston  and  Draycott,  including  two'  pumping  stations  at 
Sandiacre  and  enlargement  of  the  Draycott  Disposal  Works.  The 
arrangement  whereby  sewage  from  Sandiacre  and  part  of  Risley  is 
treated  at  joint  disposal  works  at  Stapleford  to  be  discontinued. 

Commenced  January,  1951,  and  good  progress  maintained  to 
the  end  of  1953.  Most  of  sewers  laid  and  disposal  works  nearing 
completion.  Reconnection  work  commenced. 
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6.  — SHARDLOW. 

Sewerage  of  the  hamlet  of  Great  Wilne  to  the  existing 
Shardlow  system.  Completed  early  in  1953  and  closet  conversions 
darned  out. 

7. — BREASTON  AND  DRAYCOTT. 

The  scheme  which  had  been  submitted  to  the  Ministry  in  1950 
and  provides  for  the  provision  of  two  new  pumping  stations,  one  at 
Wilsthorpe  Road,  Breaston  and  the  other  at  Sawley  Road,  Drayeott, 
was  commenced  in  May  1953,  and  was  still  in  progress  at  the  end  of 
the  year. 

The  following  schemes  were  still  under  consideration  at  the  end 
of  the  year  :  — 

CHADDESDEN,  SPONDQM. 

Schemes  concerning  the  two  disposal  works  were  considered  by 
the  Council  and  submitted  to  the  County  Council. 

CHELLASTON. 

A  scheme  for  the  enlargement  of  the  disposal  works  and  outfall 
sewer  was  submitted  to  the  County  Council  during  the  year  and  to 
the  Ministry  early  in  1954. 

DALE  ABBEY. 

The  comprehensive  schemes  of  sewerage  submitted  to  the 
Ministry  in  1948  provided  for  the  connection  of  new  sewers  at  Dale 
Village  and  Dale  Moor  to  the  Sandiacre  and  District  Regional  Scheme. 
This  proposal  was  not  approved  by  the  Ministry  and  a  revised  scheme 
providing  for  the  installation  of  a  separate  disposal  works  at  Dale  Moor 
was  submitted.  In  August  the  Minister  informed  the  Council  that  he 
was  not  able  to  authorise  a  start  this  year  “  in  view  of  more  urgent 
demands  upon  limited  resources  available  for  such  works.’' 

MORLEY,  BREADSALL. 

(a)  A  scheme  for  the  sewerage  of  the  Moriey  Smithy  area  and 
enlargement  of  the  Church  Lane  disposal  works  was  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  Ministry.  The  sewerage  of  this  part  of  Moriey 
was  inclVided  in  the  Council’s  original  proposals  for  the 
Parish,  but  was  not  approved.  A  further  application  was 
made  during  the  year. 

(b)  A  scheme  for  the  installation  of  sewers  at  Moriey  Moor  and 
Breadsall  Moor  with  a  connection  to  the  existing  sewerage 
system  at  Breadsall  was  included  in  the  Council’s  original 
proposals,  but  was  not  approved  by  the  Ministry.  A  further 
application  was  made  during  the  year. 
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OCKBROOK. 

The  Council  considered  a  scheme  providing  for  the  abandon¬ 
ment  of  the  existing  disposal  works  at  Borrowash  and  for  pumping 
the  sewage  to  the  new  disposal  works  at  Draycott  which  also  deal  with 
the  sewage  from  the  Sandiacre  and  District  Regional  Scheme.  The 
scheme  was  submitted  to  the  County  Council. 


STANLEY. 

The  Council  considered  a  scheme  dealing  with  the  sewerage 
and  sewage  disposal  of  the  parish  and  submitted  the  same  to  the 
County  Council  and  the  Ministry.  The  scheme  provided  for  the 
connection  of  the  two  existing  sewerage  systems  at  Stanley  Common 
and  Stanley  Village,  the  abandonment  of  two  existing  disposal  works 
and  the  installation  of  a  new  disposal  works  near  the  Ordnance  Depot. 
The  new  system  would  also  be  capable  of  dealing  with  sewage  from 
Cat  and  Fiddle  Lane,  Dale  Abbey. 

WEST  HALLAM. 

The  Council  considered  and  submitted  to  the  County  Council 
and  the  Ministry  a  scheme  for  the  enlargement  of  the  existing  disposal 
works. 


The  following  were  also  undertaken  during  the  year  :  — 

ALVASTON  AND  BOULTON. 

The  combined  sewers  on  the  Derby  Corporation  Chellaston 
Road  housing  site  comprising  2,060  feet  of  sewers  varying  in  diameter 
from  9"  to'  18"  were  adopted  as  public  sewers. 

A  similar  declaration  was  made  in  respect  of  the  combined 
sewers  on  the  Corporation’s  housing  site  at  Boulton  Lane.  The  total 
length  in  this  case  was  6,815  feet  and  the  diameter  of  the  sewers  varied 
from  9"  to  27". 


CHADDESDEN. 

11,465  feet  of  9"  foul  sewer  and  1,050  feet  of  surface  water 
sewer  varying  in  diameter  from  9"  to  15"  situated  on  the  Corporation’s 
Wood  Lane  housing  site  were  adopted  as  public  sewers. 

In  order  to  improve  the  drainage  of  houses  on  the  North  side 
of  the  street  139  yards  of  6"  diameter  foul  sewer  and  four  manholes 
were  installed  at  The  Crescent. 

LITTLE  EATON. 

143  feet  of  6"  diameter  private  foul  sewer  and  one  manhole  at 
Rigga  Lane  were  adopted  as  a  public  sewer. 
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OCKBROOK. 

A  further  40  yards  of  6"  diameter  foul  sewer  was  installed  at 
Cole  Lane. 

SANDIACRE. 

The  foul  sewer  in  Bostock’s  Lane  was  extended  by  the 
provision  of  36  yards  of  6"  diameter  foul  sewer  and  one  manhole.  A 
sewer  extension  of  50  yards  of  '6"  diameter  foul  sewer  and  one  man¬ 
hole  was  installed  at  Kings  Road. 

STANLEY. 

60  yards  of  9"  diameter  foul  sewer  were  relaid  off  Station  Road. 

The  watercourse  which  receives  the  effluent  from  the  Stanley 
Common  disposal  works  was  fenced  off  for  a  distance  of  450  yards 
and  a  cattle  drinking  trough  was  installed  in  an  adjoining  field. 

GENERAL. 

New  sewers  were  laid  in  several  parts  of  the  district  as  part  of 
Council  housing  site  preparation. 


Legal  Proceedings, 

An  appeal  was  brought  against  Statutory  Notices  served  on  the 
owners  of  three  houses  at  Breaston  requiring  the  provision  of  dustbins, 
on  the  ground  that  the  notices  should  not  have  been  served  on  the 
owners.  The  Magistrates  dismissed  the  appeal  and  it  subsequently 
became  necessary  for  the  Council  to  supply  the  dustbins  and  recover 
the  cost  from  the  owners. 


Roden!  Control. 

Infestations  at  private  premises  were  dealt  with  during  the  year 
as  well  as  systematic  treatments  of  the  refuse  tips,  sewage  works  and 
sewerage  systems.  The  cost  of  the  service  for  the  year  ending  March 
31st,  1954,  after  allowing  for  sundry  income  of  £10/5/4d.  and  in¬ 
cluding  the  cost  of  operation  of  the  Austin  van  was  £527/l/2d.
